pounds of Engliſh Wool made into Cloath, doth nof render aboye Twelye pounds, Ten pounds worth of

double the benefit tothe Nation. And whereas moſt - our other Engliſh manufaQuures of Wool, are ſo well

T hat it is not many years ſince the Hollanders had either Trade or Navigation, nor yet ſcarce viAuals in 
their Country for their ſubliflance ; and having found the vaſt benefits and advantages thereof, they have with 
wuch ſtudied induſtry given all incouragement thereunto, making their care and proteion of Trade to be 
their intexelt of State; whereby they have raiſed themſelves trom nothing, as that they are become able both in 
wealth and Shipping to poiſe the moſt of the Princes of Chrifendome. 

We conclude, Humbly conceiveing that there is nothing of more importance to be looked after, or to be 
more carefully raken into confideration then matters of Trade; nor any ather way poſſible then this, to preſerve 
and maintain this Country, no other means to quiet or keep up the Spirits of our People; no-other to keep 
them in imployment, or to fiad a vent and encouragement for their lakaurs, and no other to provide againſt the.

Firſt, There might be 500000. lb. of Goods, Monies, Debts, &c, appertaining to the ſeyeral Marchaats, 
Fu Traders of this Common wealth, which was imbargued ia Spain and its Territories,on the news, that 
the Engliſh Fleet had been art St Domingo, &c. Now what charges that Fleet, and all others ſince, have pur this 
Nation uato ; and what proportion that which hath been taken from them will bear towards the ſame your 
Highneſs and theſe Honourable Houſes are beſt acquainted wirhall. EE 
| Eccondly, All the Shipping belonging to theſe Nations then in the Ports of the Dominions of Spaia were 
211 ſeazed on, and loſt, and their Maſters and Mariners impriſoned. 

' Thirdly, All the FaRtors of theſe Nations chen reſiding in the Spaniſh Dominiogs were umpriſoned, and af- 
terwards baniſhed, havihg their Books and Papers taken from chem ; and nonefince permitted to refzge in any 
Place, but ſome few that were Roman Catholicks, and ſuch as profeſſed themſelves ro be enemies to their own 
Countrie-men : and P the penalty is death, if cither direRly or indire&ly they ſhould have Trading or Cor- 
reſpondency to theſe Nations.
